Enforce the Law! 
A DISPUTE which has rag ed qu ietly be- 
hind the scenes and Ihreatens to come to 
a head soon pits the U.S. Department of Ag ri­ 
cu ltu re ag ainst Pottstown area dairy men 
who su pply milk to the g reater Philadelphia 
area. 
While milk prices to consu mers are not 
inv olv ed, we feel the dispu te is the bu siness 
of ev ery one in the Philadelphia milkshed, 
becau se action threatened by the Depart­ 
ment of Ag ricu ltu re wou ld depriv e the milk 
farmers of $10.000,000 a y ear in income. 
That is a concern of all bu sinessmen in 
the area, for su ch a loss to the economy of 
any area is not to be passed ov er lig htly .

The dispu te, as we u nderstand it, centers 
abou t two principal points: One is that the 
Department of Ag ricu ltu re contends it can­ 
not enforce the present milk marketing order 
ag ainst v iolations by a handfu l of chiselers 
who u ndercu t minimu m price prov isions by 
g iv ing kick backs to brokers or other mid­ 
dlemen. 
The other is that dairy interests primarily 
serv ing the New York market want to ab­ 
sorb the Philadelphia market. 
The chang e which the Department of Ag ri­ 
cu ltu re proposes, u nder prodding by ov er­ 
whelming ly strong er and more nu merou s 
New York interests, wou ld at the v ery least 
resu lt in a loss of 50 cents per hu ndredweig ht 
of milk income to Pottstown farmers, while 
New York market dairy men wou ld increase 
their take by 6 cents per hu ndredweig ht. 
That wou ld resu lt in a $10,000,000 annu al loss 
to the economy of the Delaware Valley . 
As we see it, the o rder sho uld be amended 
to make it enfo rceable and it sho uld be en­ 
fo rced. To abo ndo n it, o r change it to a dif­ 
ferent market fro m either because o f pres­ 
sure fro m elsewhere o r fro m frustratio n do es 
no t seem to us to be a defensible po sitio n 
fo r the Department o f Agriculture.

It is an o v ersimplificatio n to ascribe so 
widespread a plague to simple carelessness. 
Ho mes, themselv es, are hazardo us and 
until they are made fo o lpro o f, accidents will 
co ntinue to take place in them. 
Unlike the wo rksho p o r facto ry , the ho me 
is a family ’s sanctuary , “ secure” ev en fro m 
the perio dic go v ernment inspectio ns that hav e 
made the place where the breadwinner wo rks 
so much safer than the place he liv es. 
This means that the burden o f ho me 
safety rests squarely with the family 
itself. 
Families sho uld regard their ho mes 
with the same kind o f affectio nate cautio n 
that pilo ts reserv e fo r their airplanes. Fro m 
time to time they might well go o v er a 
checklist o f the po tential hazards.

Falls are the mo st frequently o ccuring o f 
all do mestic accidents, acco unting fo r the 
greatest pro po rtio n o f the natio n’s 28 ,000 
annual deaths in the ho me. 
Thus the co nditio n o f flo o r co v erings 
and stairway s, do o r and windo w latches, 
po rches, railings and sidewalks sho uld 
lead the list. 
Fires, po tentially the family ’s mo st 
ho stile friend, co ntinue to take an ex tra­ 
o rdinary number o f liv es each y ear — 12,000 
last y ear. 
Family checklists, as a result, sho uld in­ 
clude the co nditio n o f heating and co o king 
wiring. It is wise, also , to hav e a prearranged 
escape plan with which ev ery o ne in the fam­ 
ily is familiar, adv ise safety autho rities. 
The family checklist, while it will em­ 
phasize the hazards children are mo st likely 
to enco unter, o ught no t to igno re the wo man 
o f the ho use. Because o f the time spent in 
the ho me (ex po sure to risk) she is twice as 
susceptible to accidents as her husband. 
As might be ex pected, the kitchen, with 
its my riad cutting implements, gadgets and 
superheated fluids, is po tentially the mo st 
dangero us place in the ho use. 
So watch y ou r step!

— A forecast that the Federal 
Reserv e Board may ag ain be 
forced — perhaps in April — to 
raise the discou nt rate.

— A warning that mortg ag e 
money for home financing may 
be inadequ ate to meet the antic­ 
ipated hou sing demand of 1966.

The “ y ear of crisis” warning 
came fro m Harry P. Greep,

Enforce the Law! 
A DISPUTE which has raged quietly be- 
hind the scenes and threatens to come to 
a head soon pita 'the U.S. Depart,men! of Agri­ 
culture against Pottstown area dairymen 
who supply milk to the greater Philadelphia 
area. 
While milk prices to consumers are not 
involved, we feel the dispute is the business 
of everyone in the Philadelphia milkshed, 
because action threatened by the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture would deprive the milk 
farmers of $10,000,000 a year in income. 
That is a concern of all businessmen in 
the area, for such a loss to the economy of 
any area is not to be passed over lightly, 
a 
* 
* 
The dispute, as we understand it. centers 
about two principal points: One is that the 
Department of Agriculture contends it can­ 
not enforce the present milk marketing order 
against violations by a handful of chiselers 
who undercut minimum price provisions by 
giving kick backs to brokers or other mid­ 
dlemen. 
The other is that dairy interests primarily 
serving the New York market want to ab­ 
sorb the Philadelphia market. 
The change which the Department of Agri­ 
culture proposes, under prodding by over­ 
whelmingly stronger and more numerous 
New York interests, would at the very least 
result in a loss of 50 cents per hundredweight 
of milk income to Pottstown farmers, while 
New York market dairymen would increase 
their take by 6 cents per hundredweight. 
That would result in a $10,000,000 annual loss 
to the economy of the Delaware Valley. 
As we see it, the order should be amended 
to make it enforceable and it should be en­ 
forced. To abondon it, or change it to a dif­ 
ferent market from either because of pres­ 
sure from elsewhere or from, .frustration does 
not seem to us to be a defensible position 
for the Department of Agriculture. 
You’re Not Safe at Home! 
“ D E CAREFUL.” “Watch out.” ’’Don’t.” 
As the family grows so does 'the fre­ 
quency with which parents find, themselves 
using these expressions with their children. 
But as they have probably suspected, periodic 
advisories to be careful aren’t enough. 
Accidents in and around the home — 
particularly as they involve children — con­ 
stitute one of 'the more serious epidemics of 
society. 
Up to age six, for example, one out 
of every four children is injured each 
year in a domestic accident, according to 
the latest national health survey. 
Accidents claim, the lives of more chil­ 
dren between ages 1 and 14 than the five 
leading diseases. 
* I . *LIt is an oversimplification to ascribe so 
widespread a. plague to simple carelessness. 
Hom.es, themselves, are hazardous and 
until they are made foolproof, accidents will 
continue to take place in them. 
Unlike the workshop or factory, the home 
is a family’s sanctuary, “secure” even from 
the periodic government inspections that have 
made the place where the breadwinner works 
so much, safer 'than the place he lives. 
This means that the burden of home 
safety rests squarely with the family 
itself. 
Families should regard their homes 
with the same kind of affectionate caution 
that pilots reserve for their airplanes. From 
time to time they might well go over a 
checklist of the potential hazards. 
*

Falls are the most frequently occuring of 
all domestic accidents, accounting for the 
greatest proportion of the nation’s 28,000 
annual deaths in the home. 
Thus the condition of floor coverings 
and stairways, door and window latches, 
porches, railings and sidewalks should 
lead the list. 
Fires, potentially the family's most 
hostile friend, continue to take an extra­ 
ordinary number of lives each year — 12,000 
last year. 
Family checklists, as a result, should in­ 
clude the condition of heating and cooking 
wiling. It is wise, also, to have a prearranged, 
escape plan with which everyone In the fam­ 
ily is familiar, advise safety authorities. 
The family checklist, while it will em­ 
phasize the hazards children are most likely 
to encounter, ought not to ignore the woman 
of the house. Because of the time spent in 
the home (exposure to risk) she is. twice as 
susceptible to accidents as her husband. 
As might be expected, the kitchen, with 
its myriad cutting implements, gadgets and 
superheated fluids, is potentially the most 
dangerous place in the house. 
So watch your step!

Widening concern over tight 
money — caused partly by last 
week’s increase from 5 to 5*4 
per cent in the rate charged by

prime business loans — brought 
these 
further reactions from 
savings and loan quarters: 
— A proposal that President 
Johnson name a special com­ 
mission to study and recom­ 
mend possible changes in the 
rules which restrict the invest­ 
ments and dividend payments of 
savings and loan firms. 
— A forecast that the Federal 
Reserve Board may again be 
forced — perhaps in April — to 
raise the discount rate. That is 
the interest charged by Federal 
Reserve banks on, their loans to 
commercial banks. 
— A warning that mortgage 
money for home financing may 
be inadequate to meet the antic­ 
ipated housing demand of 1966. 
— A prediction that some Cal­ 
ifornia savings and loan asso­ 
ciations may boost the interest 
which they offer to depositors to 
5 per cent, to attract new de­ 
posits and prevent old deposi­ 
tors 
from 
withdrawing

money for reinvestment in the 
East.

The “year of crisis” warning 
came from Harry P. Greep, 
president 
of 
the 
National 
.League of Insured Savings As­ 
sociations. in a. speech prepared 
for the Southwestern Savings 
and Loan Conference in Dallas, 
Tex. 
Greep 
said 
the 
increased 
rates now paid by banks on cer­ 
tificates of deposit — issued to 
depositors who agree not to 
withdraw their money for stated 
periods of time — “pose a real 
competitive problem to the sav­ 
ings and loan business.” 
Efforts have been made to 
persuade the Federal Reserve 
Board to curb the issuance of 
such certificates, Greep report­ 
ed. But he said: “I am person­ 
ally not optimistic that any ac­ 
tion will be taken,” 
Some banks are offering 5 per 
cent interest on such certifi­ 
cates: a few pay up to 5VSi per 
cent on funds deposited for sev­ 
eral years. 
Those rates are above the re­ 
turn normally offered to savings 
and loan depositors. In, fact, 5*4 
per cent is all that a savings 
and loan firm can collect in in­ 
terest on a government-insured 
mortgage. 
The freedom enjoyed by com­ 
mercial banks to operate in the 
certific a tes-of-deposit and other 
investment markets gives the 
banks a decided advantage over 
savings and loan firms in a time 
of 
tightening 
money, 
Greep 
said. The savings and loan in­ 
dustry is limited basic ally to 
mortgage lending. 
“Perhaps the time has come 
for the President to appoint a 
special commission on the sav­ 
ings and loan business,” sug­ 
gested.
